Finns May 
Offer Own 
Proposals 


Stockholm, March 3 —(/P)— An 


indication that Finland intends to 
offer counter-proposals to Russia's 
armistice terms came today from 
the Helsinki newspaper Social Dcm- 
okratti, mouthpiece for the Finnish 
parliament's 
strongest 
political 
parly. 


Declaring that at first glance the 


conditions for peace outlined 
by 


Moscow appeared "harsh nnd even 
cruel," the newspaper 
expressed 


the opinion thnt they were "meant 
only to form tho basis for further 
negotiation and that Finland will 
have a chance to express its own 
views." 


The article, informed Finnish 


sources said, was inspired by the 
majority view ot parliament which 
gnvo the Finnish government a 
vote of confidence at a secret ses- 
sion 
Tuesday. The 
newspaper 


speaks authoritatively for the So- 
cial Democrat party. 


"It is to be believed we will try 


to move along the road of negotia- 
tion if there is even the slightest 
possibility to do so with freedom 
nnd independence preserved," 'the 
newspaper said. 
s" 


(These 
expressions 
dovetailed 


with opinion in informed London 
quarters, which expected 
Finland 


ultimately to accept Russia's price, 
although reluctantly and only after 
making counter-proposals in an ef- 
fort to surmount the 
difficulties 


arising from Nazi divisions still in 
Finland.) 


The Social Demokratti noted that 


"German reaction will have nn in- 
fluence on some points," an appar- 
ent reference to the German troops 
remaining in the country. 


Before the newspaper article ap- 


peared a Finnish foreign 
office 


spokesman had said that the Fin, 
njsh cabinet was giving the peace 
dilemma 
"major consideration," 


but there was no official indication 
that

reached. He denied thnt a peace 
delegation was en route to Moscow.

Stockholm, March 3 —(/P)— An 


indication that Finland intends to 
offer counter-proposals to Russia's 
armistice terms came today from 
the Helsinki newspaper Social Dcm- 
okratti, mouthpiece for the Finnish 
parliament's 
strongest 
political 
parly. 


Declaring that at first glance the 


conditions for peace outlined 
by 


Moscow appeared "harsh nnd even 
cruel," the newspaper 
expressed 


the opinion thnt they were "meant 
only to form tho basis for further 
negotiation and that Finland will 
have a chance to express its own 
views." 


The article, informed Finnish 


sources said, was inspired by the 
majority view ot parliament which 
gnvo the Finnish government a 
vote of confidence at a secret ses- 
sion 
Tuesday. The 
newspaper 


speaks authoritatively for the So- 
cial Democrat party. 


"It is to be believed we will try 


to move along the road of negotia- 
tion if there is even the slightest 
possibility to do so with freedom 
nnd independence preserved," 'the 
newspaper said.

(These 
expressions 
dovetailed 


with opinion in informed London 
quarters, which expected 
Finland 


ultimately to accept Russia's price, 
although reluctantly and only after
